Russia’s armies are continuing 
to show increased resistance in 
the area of the Austro*Gennan of­ 
fensive on the eastern front, while 
in the west the relentless British 
and French pressure is showing re­ 
sults by the further recession of the 
German line in Flanders. 
An example of what seems to be 
the improved morale of the Rus­ 
sian forces on the Galician front 
is provided by Petrograd’s report 
of the Teutonic attack on Brody, 
northeast of Lemberg, which ha^ 
been in preparation several days. 
The assault started Thursday, re­ 
sulting in heavy fighting as the 
dense masses of the Teutons swept 
forward but ending in what the 
Russia*n official report character­ 
izes as complete failure. 
The Rus­ 
sian forces at that point still hold 
a strip of Galician territory. 
Russians Come Back. 
Teutonic attacks on that part of 
Rumania still remaining in the 
Entente possession now present 
three sides and advances for the 
offensive forces in the same sector 
are admitted. 
There appears to 
be no question of lack of determi­ 
nation in the Russian-Rumanian 
forces,

Reformation

Kingdom (vv. 3-7). He first set out to 
root out Idolatry from the land. This 
was a prodigious task, requiring great 
courage and skill. 
He did this with a 
strong hand. 
W ithout pity he swept 
out from the land these abom inations. 
In the execution of this task he— 
1. Broke down the altars of Baalim 
(v. 4). This form of idolatry was first 
brought into the land by Jezebel when 
she m arried Ahab. 
The Images seem 
to have been such as would appeal to 
the sensual nature of m en ; therefore 
it w as but natural that the grossest 
licentious practices should be asso­ 
ciated with this worship. 
2. He broke in pieces the groves, 
carved Images, and molten images (v. 
4). 
He even made dust of them and 
strewed It upon the graves of those 
who had been offering unto them. 
3. He burned 
the 
bones 
of 
the 
priests on their altars (v. 5). He not 
only showed no pity for them, but he 
manifested a decided fierceness in the 
execution of his task. 
4. He extended this destruction to 
certain districts in the northern king­ 
dom. 
It was not until all this was 
done that he returned to Jerusalem 
(vv. 6, 7). 
His reform ation thus be­ 
gan at home, but was extended to the 
widest extent of his kingdom.
